Chickens fox* Pleasui

(Prepared by the United States Depart
mont of Agriculture.)

In spite of precautions, diseases and
disorders may Invade the most sanl
tnry chicken yard. In most Instance;
It is not practicable to attempt to curt
one or two sick fowls, for even thougt
they are apparently cured, their vnlut
as producers or breeders will be less
ened, or the disease may reappear anc
endanger other fowls. It Is advisable
to attempt to cure only when the dls
ease is common throughout the flock
or In case of a fowl which Is very val
uahle, and an effective cure seem:
probable.

In addition to keeping the poultrj
house, drinking fountains, hopper, ant
surroundings clean and sanitary, dls
ease outbreaks should be prevented
from spreading by the Immediate re
moval of fowls showing signs of dls
case. An antiseptic such as potassluu
permanganate should then be glvet
In the drinking water of the fowls, a;
described below, under the treatmenl
of roup. The house and equipment
should then be cleaned thoroughly ant
sprayed with a ten per cent solutloi
of crude carbolic acid or some coal
tar product In water.

The dlsense Is verj
common In the fall, especially in poor
ly ventilated, damp houses.
Treatment..Remove the sick birr

to a warm, well-ventilated room tha'
is free from drafts. Syringe the nos
trlls, by menns of a medicine dropper
with a solution of one teaspoonful ol

' common salt to a quart of water. Th(
eyes may be bathed gently with th<
same solution. Grease around the nos
trlls and eyes with pure or carbolatei
vaseline. Dissolve In each gallon ol
drinking water as much potasslnn
nermansanate as will remain on tb<
surface of a dime. The flock should
have no other drinking water fhnr
that containing potassium permangan
ate. It is good practice to use potas
slum permanganate in the drlnklnf
water as a preventive as soon as thi
cool weather begins In the fall.

Canker.
This disease causes cheese-llki

patches to form In the membrane ol
the mouth and tongue.

Treatment..Sprinkle a little sul
phur in the mouth and throat of th<
bird. Another effective treatment con
ststs of washing the sore patches wltl
a mixture of equal parts of hydroger
peroxide and water.

Cholera.
This Is probably one of the tvorsi

diseases that affect poultry, for II
spreads raplcUy and in most cases th(
cure is unsatisfactory. The usua'
symptoms of cholera are as follows:

If they have earth floors, It Is well to
remove the top three or four Inches of
enrth and replace this with dry gravel
or sand. If they have cement or
wooden floors, remove all litter and
dirt and put in four or five Inches of
fresh straw litter. Be sure that the
houses are tight on three sides and
that there Is no clinnce for a draft to
strike the hens. If hens roost or are
placed In a draft during the fall and
winter, colds are sure to develop,which may result In roup and other
troubles.
